Daggett said the band reverted to their rock 'n' roll roots. 

"Probably about six years ago (we changed 
over)," Mr. Daggett said. "We were looking for more clubs 
to play and the country market was drying up ... there 
was always a lot more (call) for classic rock and oldies. We 
call ourselves an oldies band — we do a couple of current 
tunes, but we're primarily do '50s, '60s and '70s music." 

Although each member of the trio has been in 
various bands over the years, Mr. Daggett said the most 
important thing is to find bandmates who can get along 
and don't clash. 

"The hardest part about being in a band is finding 
two or three other guys that you don't want to kill after 30 
days, you know," Mr. Daggett said. "That's it in a nut- 
shell. Gary, Wayne and I just click. There's never been a 
bad word between us, there's no egos, there's no leader in 
the band. We all have our function — it just works. We all 
assume individual roles." 

Mr. Daggett admitted he can see himself playing 
music for years to come, as long as it remains a part-time 
hobby. "If it becomes a job, we don't want to do it," he 
said.

Bouchard incident. To that end, they met with Mark 
Rasmussen of the Coalition for Buzzards Bay (CBB) at 
7:10 pm for an update on oil spill prevention and pro- 
posed legislation to require double-hulled vessels in 
Buzzards Bay waters. 

"We've been visiting all of Marion's beaches as 
part of the cleanup process," Mr. Rasmussen said. "I'd 
encourage any residents who encounters oil slicks (or 
product) in Marion to contact the current command center 
at the Mattapoisett Fire Department. That command 
center is slated to be closed soon." 

As for double hulls, Mr. Rasmussen noted that on 
the national level, about two-thirds of commercial oil 
fleets have been converted to double-hulled vessels. He

said the barge owned by Bouchard Oil Company that 
dumped gallons into Buzzards Bay recently was sched- 
uled to be phased out in 2005. 

"The company is about one-third of the way 
there, so they're behind the industry," Mr. Rasmussen 
said. "Bouchard only sent 14 percent of its (double-hulled) 
ships (through Buzzards Bay) ... and about 19 percent of 
all the ships going through Buzzards Bay are double 
hulled." 

Mr. Rasmussen said there is a bill pending in the 
legislature to accelerate the number of double-hulled 
vessels by 2007, which is being sponsored by Congress- 
men Barney Frank and William Dellahunt. "It is not being 
received very well in Congress," he admitted. "Nationally, 
it's going to be very hard to move an oil industry opposed 
bill through Congress. It's chances are iffy." 

But Mr. Rasmussen said there are efforts both on 
the state and local levels to avoid a similar catastrophe in 
the future. First, he said the Coast Guard is looking at 
ways of enforcing stricter navigational requirements, 
including a tracking system on all commercial vessels. 

"A lot of what's driving (the effort is) the fact that 
we only get 19 percent (double-hulled vessels) when the 
average is 66 percent nationally," Mr Rasmussen said. 
"Massachusetts clients aren't requiring (double hulls). 
This idea of market pressure and getting the receivers 
involved in the fix is also being looked at." 

As for stricter pilot requirements, Mr. Rasmussen 
said House Bill 1541 is also pending on its third attempt 
through the legislature. This bill, if passed, would require 
pilots to have a local knowledge and familiarity with 
Buzzards Bay waters before being allowed to navigate 
such commercial vessels. "Everyone supported it except 
for one key representative holding up this bill: Robert 
Deleo of Winthrop," he said. 

Mr. Rasmussen added that State Senator Mark 
Montigny of New Bedford has also filed a bill increasing 
penalties for violations and allowing the state to "not do 
business with companies which have been fined in the 
past," he said. 

"When you're talking about legislation and letter- 
writing ... hoping for change five or six years down the 
road, are we really going to see anything (come of this)?"

asked Selectman Bryant. "1 want to support it, but 1 just 
want to make sure we're doing what we can to make sure 
there's real change." 

Mr. Rasmussen said he's confident that at least 
some of these efforts will affect change and help prevent 
such a widespread oil spill in the future. 

At 7:30 pm the board met with the members of 
the Marine Resource Commission (MRC) and 
Harbormaster Charles Bradley to discuss the responsibili- 
ties of the MRC and Harbormaster. Chairman Jeffrey said 
they wanted to meet with both the MRC and 
Harbormaster annually to prioritize various harbor and 
waterfront projects. 

"We agree with the (proposed) responsibilties ... 1 
think we're all on the same page," said MRC member 
Eivind Strand. 

"1 guess on the commercial moorings (issue), 1 
know we're breaking new ground," said Chairman Jeffrey. 
"We at least need to look at alternatives and decide 
whether we want to do anything or not. 1 think it's time to 
move on now that we've come to a consensus on the 
responsibilities. " 

"1 certainly applaud the work that's been done in 
setting up the role of the Harbormaster with the MRC," 
said Selectmen Pierce. 

"(The harbor) is our number-one resource," 
Selectman Bryant added. "Some people think we have too 
many moorings out there, but 1 think the opposite. If we 
can safely add more moorings, people are crying for 
access to the water Those are the kinds of things we need 
to see on paper in the next 12 to 24 months. 1 think it's the 
number one thing (the MRC) needs to look at: a long- 
range plan." 

The board asked the MRC and Harbormaster to 
meet with them again in six months to review these goals 
again.

Selectmen was called to order on Monday, August 18 at 
7:00 pm by Chairman Naida Parker Also present were 
Selectman Gary Laboa, Town Administrator James 
Huntoon, and Administrative Assistant Veronica 
Lafreniere. Selectman Richard Ntmes was not present for 
the meeting. 

The board first agreed to hold approval of the 
minutes from the July 28 and August 11 meetings until the 
full board was present.

Mr. Cummings said he was aware of the 
Regional Water Committee and although Rochester 
doesn't have a water system yet in place, he felt the town 
should be involved.

Rochester Police imiform. Chief Magee sent the former 
officer a letter advising that he should not be wearing the 
uniform as he is no longer employed by the Town of 
Rochester. 

Mr. Himtoon also noted a letter received from Fire 
Chief Scott Ashworth, Police Chief Paul Magee, Highway 
Surveyor Jeff Eldridge, and Civil Defense Director Paul 
Ciaburri advising that they have agreed to support 
continuing the town's Communications Department in its 
present form, as a civilian-run organization. "At this time, 
placing control of dispatch with one individual depart- 
ment head would most likely result in a strong bias to that 
individual's department," the letter stated. "This would 
come at a time when departments are trying to work more 
closely together. It is clear that leaving control of dispatch 
imder the Board of Selectmen is the best choice." 

As such, Mr. Huntoon said the position of Chief 
Dispatcher, which will be vacant in November when 
Kathy O'Brien takes maternity leave, should be first 
posted internally and then advertised. Once candidates 
have been selected for interview, the various department 
heads will also be asked to participate in the selection 
process. 

Selectman Laboa questioned the process of 
posting the job internally first. Mr. Huntoon explained 
that was how the town's Personnel By-Laws were written. 

"My overall thought is I like promoting from 
within," Selectman Laboa said. "It just seems better for 
the town to have the inside candidates compete with

"The by-law is very specific on in-house posting," 
Mr. Huntoon said. 

With that, the board voted to post the position of 
Chief Dispatch in-house, and then advertise it thereafter. 
They also asked to meet again with sitting Chief Dis- 
patcher Kathy O'Brien to determine whether she will 
remain with the department after her maternity leave and 
in what capacity.

TRAFFIC FLOW :

Scream Team

Freddy Vs. Jason. Starring Robert Englund and 
Ken Kirzinger. Directed by Ronny Yu. Running 
time: 98 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

Freddy Vs. Jason is the ultimate high-concept millennial junk, 
but that's what's good about it. This long-awaited showdown 
between two '80s slasher-movie icons — Jason Voorhees, of the 
Friday the 13"' series, and Freddy Krueger, of the Nightmare on 
Elm Street saga (it never occurred to me before, but the killers 
both have Eurotrash names) — is just about perfect for what it is. 
Generally bad acting: check. Imaginative killings: check. Gratu- 
itous nudity: check. Bad dialogue and nonsensical plot: check 
and check. If you grew up loving the guilty-pleasure horror mov- 
ies of the '80s, Freddy Vs. Jason will feel like home to you. I have a 
massive soft spot for such movies, and to fans like me, this is like 
Ali vs. Foreman. 

In Freddy's old stomping groimds, the township has banded 
together to make sure everyone forgets his reign of dream-ter- 
ror; fear gives him power, and years of neglect have weakened 
him. Freddy hits upon the idea of bringing Jason back from the 
dead so he can control the hulking hockey-masked psycho and 
send him to Elm Street. Once Jason gets there, he warms up by 
dropping in on a post-coital idiot and literally folding him in 
half. The survivors of Jason's first attack — including Monica 
Keena, Kelly Rowland of Destiny's Child, and Katharine Isabelle 
(of the excellent Canadian werewolf film Ginger Snaps) — figure 
out pretty quickly that they're in a Freddy Vs. Jason movie, espe- 
cially when Freddy begins gaining strength and dominating their 
dreams. 

As a horror fan, I have misgivings about Kane Hodder (who 
wore the hockey mask in the last few Friday the 13"' films, includ- 
ing Jason X) being bumped aside here in favor of Ken Kirzinger; 
in truth, though, Jason requires little aside from heavy-footed 
stalking and machete-wielding. Nobody else, however, could or 
should play Freddy except Robert Englund, and he weighs in 
with his usual gleefully sadistic leering; Englund takes such plea- 
sure in Freddy's antics that he makes the razor-fingered killer 
almost lovable (he wasn't always, though; look at the original 
Nightmare again and you may be surprised at how straight — 




and ugly — Englimd plays it). 

The kids, with the exception of the always-welcome 
Katharine Isabelle (who brings something fresh and ironic to her 
tomboyish, chain-smoking character), are more or less psycho 
fodder. The writers could've had more fun with the formula, 
which demands that the virginal girl prevail; Monica Keena's 
Lori is as dull as most of the other heroic virgins in these films. 
Compare her with the strapping Heather Langenkamp or 
Adrienne King (from the original Nightmare and Friday, respec- 
tively); are young actors not getting enough protein these days? 
Isabelle is the only performer who shows a future beyond hor- 
ror, as Johnny Depp and Kevin Bacon showed in their roles in the 
first Nightmare and Friday. Then again, the movie is called Freddy 
Vs. Jason, not Scared Kids Trying Not to Go to Sleep. 

The whole movie is just preparation for the main event, in 
which Freddy and Jason square off, first in Jason's dreamworld 
(where Freddy has the upper hand), then in the real world of 
Camp Crystal Lake (where Freddy is physically weaker). Direc- 
tor Rormy Yu, whose previous films include the inventive Bride 
ofChucky and The Bride with White Hair, gives the fans what they 
paid to see and then some; the horror icons fling each other 
around, hack and slash without restraint, lop off limbs that re- 
generate as in a video game. Watching this stuff, 1 was about as 
completely satisfied as I've been at the movies all summer The 
movie will win no awards and impress few critics who didn't 
grow up in the '70s and '80s, and some of the expository material 
is flat-footed and awful, but this is Freddy Vs. Jason, man. It's a 
cleverly wrapped gift to me and every horror fan like me, and I 
feel nothing but affection for it.

arenas, not including the surface, cost over $30,000. The 
committee procured the $3,000 from the Chuck Michaud 
Hockey Scholarship Fund. They plan to name the arena 
after Chuck (a very popular and successful ORR ice 
hockey coach who passed away a few years ago). Local 
sports enthusiasts Ken Letendre, Bill Mee, Tim Mathews, 
Rick Cole, Tom Brownell, Chris Jaskolka, Chris McDoogle, 
and ORR High School hockey players offered their time 
adn/or equipment to help move the arena and store the 
rink at Brownell's Boatyard in Mattapoisett. 

The group is now working with the School 
Superintendent and administrators at ORR to prepare the 
surface for the arena, which will probably be located 
behind ORR Junior High. They need to raise about 
$30,000 for the groimd preparation and concrete. Upon 
completion, rental stipends from leagues, youth organiza- 
tions and birthday parties, among other events, should 
cover maintenance and upkeep.
